The steamer Fitzhugh arnved from Glia- 
cinnat| this morning, the heroine of an exploit 
rivaling the quaker guns of Maztessas. Before 
reaching Curleu, Ky., her officers were in- 
formed that they would probably meet with 
troable from a company of guerillas, stationed 
there and advised them to be on their guard. 
There was not a gun on board, but the master 
managed to recover apiece of timber ut fire 
feet long and a foot in diameter, whi u vith 
a little paint, he managed so as to make it re- 
semble a cannon, covered it witha tarpaalin 
and mounted ft on a pair of trucks, and thus 
armed proposed to meet the enemy.
